ALLIESJWOSAL 


Willing to Submit His Case to 


Fair and Impartial Arbi- 


tration. 


ANSWER NOT MADE PUBLIC 


Will Be Transmitted at Once- 


- Further Steps Must Wait 


a Day or Two. 


Washington, Dec. 31.—The answer 


of President Castro to the proposals 
of the allies to submit to the arbi- 
tration of The Hague tribunal the 
Venezuelan difficulties has reached 
Washington 
through 
Minister 


Bowen. 
• The answer amounts to a general 
acceptance of the principles of the 
proposition, President Castro being 
willing to submit his case to the ar- 
bitration of fair and impartial au- 
thorities. 
The details of the an- 


swer will not be published here in 
advance of its reception by the Euro- 
pean allied powers, and, in fact, it 
may be withheld entirely from pub- 
lication on the ground that It really 
belongs to those powers. 


Today the answer 
is being pre- 


pared at the state department for 
transmission to Europe. 
As it is 


quite long and undoubtedly will re- 
quire careful consideration by the 
foreign offices at London, Berlin and 
Rome, it is not expected that any 
further steps toward a final settle- 
ment can be taken for a day or two. 
The feeling here, however, based on 
a knowledge of Castro's position, is 
that his answer practically clears the 
way for the submission of the case 
to arbitration. The answer has given 
great satisfaction here.

bishop of Ephesus, has received the 
pontifical brief appointing him apos- 
tolic delegate in Canada to succeed 
Monsignor Falco&lo, who has recent- 
ly arrived in Washington, to take tha 
place of Cardinal Hartinelll as apos- 
tolic delegate in the United States.

Dr. Cornelius 8. Smith, a pioneer 


Fort Wayne physician, with offices in 
the Fixley-Long block, died at 10:30 
o'clock Tuesday evening at the horn* 
of his son, Spencer B. Smith, in Chi' 
cago, with whom the aged physician 
was spending the holidays. Friends 
in this city were unaware of Dr.

Grand Jury's Presentment on 


the Traction Facilities 


of Brooklyn. 


WOULD ANNUL CHARTERS 


Jury Thinks Only Solution of 


Evils is in Municipal 


Ownership, 


New York, Dec. 31.—The King's 


county grand jury made a present- 
ment today on traction facilities in 
Brooklyn, recommending that steps 
be taken to annul the charters of 
the constituent companies 
of the 


Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
company 


and that the city acquire and operate 
the surface and elevated lines. The 
presentment declares that conditions 
are intolerable and 
contains 
the 


statement that the officials of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
company 


had admitted that they could cure 
the evils, but were unwilling to do 
so. The jury expresses the opinion 
that the roads could be operated at 
a profit on a three-cent fare basis. 
The presentment says: 


"The only solution.of this vexed 


problem of metropolitan transporta- 
tion is municipal ownership and op- 
eration of tlic means of public trarcl. 
Those street railways, elevated rail- 
ways and tunnels, all the facilities 
of metropolitan transit 
that have 


been given away for absolutely noth- 
ing until recently, and practically 
nothing in this day, should be 
brought back where they naturally 
belong, under the control from which 
they passed—tho ownership and oper- 
ation of the public. 


"We are of opinion, too, from, sta- 


tistics submitted to us, that experi- 
ence has demonstrated that under 
public control these railway systems 
would not only be operated efficiently 
for tho public, but that fares could 
be reduced to, say, three cents, still 
leaving a large net surplus revenue 
after the cost of operation is met, 
which could be applied to reduce gen- 
eral taxation."

their point by arbitration for every 
one who was forced to strike. Brad- 
street, after an elaborate survey of 
conditions, sums up the year's do- 
ings in a highly laudatory manner. 


"To say that 190g was the 
best 


year this country has ever experi- 
enced," the 
review says, 
"while 


truthful enough in the main does not 
suggest fully the enormous strides 
which the United States took in the 
year just closed. Practically every 
branch of ordinary trade and manu- 
facture showed an increase above the 
best of previous years, and yet this 
immense enlargement of output was 
not sufficient of itself to satisfy the 
growing, it might even be termed 
insatiable, demand for all kinds of 
materials.

dustrial unrest was naturally mark-

thing with which birds are but sel- 
dom charged. 
Nature teaches her 


feathered 
children to build their 


nests in anticipation of the nesting 
time. But that a bird should think 
out 
several 
steps 
of a natural 


phenomenon and deliberately plan 
several weeks ahead for banquets of 
bird delicacies is almost too much for 
the most ready believer. 


But the California woodpecker, as 


handsome a bird as ever lived on the 
side of a tree, must be given the 
credit of being really a thinker and 
a planner. He is a college professor 
— nay, a logician — among his kind. 


"Have you ever seen acorns on 


sycamore treesP" is a question often 
put to the tourist in California. No 
matter what he answers, he is driven 
into the country, and there actually 
shown the sight — acorns on syca- 
mores. 
For in many parts of the 


state trees, both sycamore and oak, 
may be seen with tho bark drilled 
full of holes and with a live oak 
acorn in every hole. 


These trees are thus decorated by 


the •woodpecker at infinite cost of 
Inbot and truly with foresight. 


Finding a- dead tree or one with 


bark to his taste, the woodpecker will 
commence the drilling of small holes, 
usually in rows. Each hole is made 
of the diameter of one's second finger 
and a depth of about an inch. Trees 
may be seen that are literally pock- 
marked with these holes, tho open- 
ings being the work of successive 
generations of industrious woodpeck- 
ers. Each opening, drilled by actual 
work of a. bill, has hammered into it 
a live oak acorn. 
Scientists have

Governor Durbin Dictated Se- 


lection of His Old Army 


Commander. 


Col. 
C. B. Oakley, ex-mayor of 


Fort Wayne and long a, prominent 
figure in republican politics of this 
city, will be oil inspector for 
the 


Twelfth district, succeeding Charles 
B. Lane, now editor of the 
Daily 


News, who has held the place for 
several years. 
While official an- 


nouncement of the appointment has 
not yet been, made, it is known that 
Col. Oakley has landed the plum, and 
formal announcement is expected at 
any hour. His term of office will be- 
gin tomorrow. 


Col. 
Oakley returned this morning 


from Indianapolis, beaming: with 
happiness. 
The 
contest 
for 
the 


place has been chiefly between Mr. 
Oakley and A. T. Lukens, of this 
city, and Col. Oakley went to the 
state capital a day or two ago in the 
interest of his candidacy. In fact, it 
is believed he was summoned there 
by Governor Durbin to talk over the 
matter. 
Col. Oakley and the gov- 


ernor were in the1 same regiment dur- 
ing the civil war, and the warmest 
friendship has existed between them 
for many years. 


Col. 
Oakley was one of Durbin's 


strongest supporters in the Twelfth 
district when the latter was a can- 
didate for governor, and was at that 
time secretary of the Allen county 
republican committee. It has been 
regarded as a certainty that the ex- 
ecutive would land the Fort Wayne 
man in a position to repay his efforts 
in the governor's behalf. Col. Oak- 
ley was slated for the place as clerk 
of the metropolitan police board of 
Fort Wayne when that measure went 
through the legislature, but the su- 
preme court's 
action wiped out all 


chances of a place there by annulling 
the bill. The position of deputy oil 
inspector will now bo Col. Oakley's 
reward. Sidney Conger, the new oil 
inspector, Is supposed to make the 
appointments, 
but the selection of 


Col. 
Oakley was made directly 
by 


the governor, as indeed all the other 
favorites were named, but Conger has 
gone through the formula of naming 
them. 


The district as at present constitu- 


ted includes the counties of Allen, 
Whitley, Noble, Lagrange, Steuben 
and DeKalb. The income of the office 
is entirely in fees, and under the old 
law tHe job has been worth about 
$2.000 annually. Under the new 
law which goes into effect tomorrow, 
however, the Inspector must pay 
half the fees to the state, while the 
expenses come out of the inspector's 
half rscd it is believed the new jir- 
rangment will reduce the emoluments 
of the berth to about $1,200 to $1,- 
400 per year. The new law, how- 
ever, provides for the inspection of 
gasoline, which is expected to add 
about fifty per cent to the receipts 
of the office.

THE llllll§ FLOODS 


Allen County Farmers Inter- 


ested in Drainage Project 


at Huntington, 


At the law office of Cline, Eberhart 


& Cline a petition has been drawn up 
which will be signed by many of the 
land owners of Huntington and Allen 
counties and presented to the circuit 
court asking for better drainage of 
the tittle•• Biver valley and territory 
adjacent thereto, says the Hunting- 
ton Democrat. Allen county farmers 
are greatly interested in this matter 
and are determined that some relief 
shall be secured from the high waters 
which in recent years have been 
drowning out crops during the spring 
and summer seasons. 


The petition sets forth that this 


drainage 
will benefit Union 
and 


Jackson 
townships in Huntington 


county, and Lafayette, Aboite, Pleas- 
ant, 
"Washington t and 
Wayne 


townships in Allen county. 
It is 


recommended that an open ditch 
shall be constructed from a point 
where the Aboit river intersects the 
old channel of Little river, known as 
the Aboit cut-off and the old Bran- 
strator ditch. It shall extend thence 
in a southwesterly 
direction along 


the Aboit river and along the line of 
the Aboit river and old Branstrator 
ditch to the county line of Hunting- 
ton township. 


To facilitate such drainage three 


branches are necessary. The first of 
these recommended is to begin on the 
county line where the McCullough 
ditch crosses said line, along the 'Wa- 
bash railroad and finally crossing to 
the northwest side of said road. 


Tho second is to begin in Allen 


county, one-fourth mile east of the 
village of Aboit, then in southwest 
direction on the northwest side of the 
railroad, once the bed o£ the Aboit 
river, to the county line and empty 
into the first branch. Or it may leave 
the railroad at a point where the old 
Branstrator ditch once crossed the 
railroad and follow said ditch in a 
northaaterly direction to where it in- 
tersects with Aboit river, which is 
the intersection with the main ditch 
proposed. 


The third branch, it is proposed, 


shall begin where Eight Mile creek 
crosses the Wabaah railroad, about 
300 yards northwest of Boanoke, and 
running in a southwesterly direction 
until it strikes Little river and the 
main branch at 
some convenient 


point southwest of the public high- 
way from the Boanoke station.

I., and 100 of Sir. Wood:s new arc 
lamps, to Chicago. It is the custom 
at the shipping room to number each 
box or package of importance that 
leaves the works, commencing with 
number 1 at the beginning of the 
new year. For the year ending to- 
day there were just 30,400 boxes and 
packages sent out, against 23,110 for 
the year 1901. 
The increase in the 


fcnsiness cf tho firm during the y?^r 
just closing over that of 1901 is even 
greater than the foregoing figures 
indicate, because of the character of 
the shipments, those of the closing 
year being far more important than 
those of the preceding year. Tomor- 
row the works will install a new and 
larger check board to accommodate 
the increasing number of employes 
and there will be some important 
changes otherwise. 
The lamp de- 


partment, whose employes have been 
•working upon an hourly wage scale, 
will adopt the piece system, similar 
to that in force at the Pennsylvania 
shops. It is believed that this sys- 
tem will operate to the mutual ad- 
vantage of employer and employe in 
that department. Another change is 
In the foremansnlp of the fan motor 
department, where F. B. Beplogle 
succeeds Charles C. Baquet.

BY PRESSED PIGSFEET 


Hassert Family Prostrated and 


Near Death From Infected 


Food. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Hassert, her 
two 


sons, George and Oliver, and George 
Hartman, all of 447 Wiebke street, 
were'made dangerously ill last night 
by what is thought to have been 
ptomaine 
poisoning, tat en in some 


pressed pigs feet, which was eaten 
for the evening 
meal. 
All night 


long the patients hovered between 
life and death and many times dur- 
ing the long dreary night Dr. W. D. 
Buhl, who was called in, almost gave 
up the seeming hopeless battle, but 
when 
the sun rose this morning 


science had triumphed and all of the 
sufferers were resting easily ;.- 
of danger. 


Yesterday afternoon Mrs. Hassert 


sent to the Leutwiler meat market 
for some pressed pigs' feet, which it 
seems was a favorite article with the 
family. 
There was nothing in 
the 


meat which would indicate that it 
was spoiled in any way and with the 
exception of Mrs. Katie Burns 
and 


Frank Hassert, all ate heartily of it. 
The pig's feet did not appear to be 
spoiled in any -vtrny and Tnembors of 
the family say that it did not taste 
differently from any they had prev- 
iously eaten. 
This morning, how- 


ever, after it had been exposed for 
a while, the stench of it was almost 
intolerable. 


The first sign of illness was no- 


ticed in Mrs. Hassert, who felt sick 
to her stomach almost immediately 
after 
eating 
supper. 
Later other 


two mentioned, were deadly 
sick.

The house in which the family lives 
is situated some distance from the 
city and the nearest doctor lives a 
mile from 
the residence. 
By the 


time Dr. 
Buhl arrived, the family 


were suffering the most excruciating 
pains and it was necessary for the 
physician to remain •with them from 
midnight until 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing before he could pronounce them 
out of danger. 
Many times during 


the night it was thought that Mrs. 
Hassert would be unable to survive, 
for she had eaten more than the rest 
and was in no physical condition to 
stand a severe shock. George Hart- 
man, who is a boarder at the house, 
was not at first taken seriously ill, 
but in trying to discover what was 
the cause of the sickness, he ate an- 
other piece of the poisoned meat and 
was taken very ill. 


The poisoned meat was purchased 


by Mr. Leutwiler yesterday at noon 
from a delivery wagon of the Eckart 
Packing company and the piece sold 
to Mrs. Hassert was the first off the 
larger one. 


There is no doubt of the fact that 


it was the pig's feet that caused the 
poisoning, for a piece was given to 
the dog and it was only a short time 
before he showed signs of being ser- 
iously ill. The poisoned piece is be- 
ing kept and an examination of it 
will be made to find out the charac 
ter of the poison. 


This morning the family were all 


resting easily, but with the excep- 
tion of Hartman, all are still in bed. 
The effects, however, are passing off 
rapidly, and it is thought 
that it 


will only be a few days before the 
family are entirely well.

BATTERY DOOMS HORSES. 
For myself,my storage battery, on 


which I have worked for four years, 
will be put on the market in Janu- 
ary. It solves the traction problem 
and its introduction means that the 
horse will have to go. 


"I expect to give up practical in- 


vention for two years. I am going 
to experiment—going to delve in 
some problems that I have put by 
for an idle time—and for once nm 
going to work without having the 
prcjauctlon of a commercial commod- 
ity in view. I am going into the by- 
ways of science. I prefer not to say 
what my experiments will bo. Yes, 
trying to get electricity direct from 
coal is one of them. 


CONFIDENCE IN MARCONI. 


"The wireless telegraph I assuredly 


expect to see perfected for commer- 
cial purposes—if not fully so In 1903, 
at least advanced toward that end. 
The right kind of man is working on 
it, a practical man, an earnest man, 
and I have confidence in him. As to 
the objection that messages may bo 
tapped—that's as far as the objectors 
can see now. That may be true to- 
night; tomorrow it may be different. 


"I'm not Interested in the flying 


machine. I could never see any com- 
mercial use for it. I have never had 
time to read much about it. 


"I expect to see electricity supplant 


steam as a motive power. In fifteen 
years electricity will be the railway 
motive power—1903 will advance it 
in unit direction. 


AN EBA OF StTRQERY. 


"Nineteen hundred and three will 


bring great advances in surgery, in 
the study of bacteria, in the knowl- 
edge of the cause and prevention of j 
disease. 
Medicine is played out. 


Every 
new discovery of bacteria 


shows us all the more convincingly 
that we have been wrong and that 
the million tons 
of stuff we have 


taken was all useless. 


"They may even discover the germ 


of old age. I don't predict it, but it 
might be by the sacrifice of animal 
life human life could be prolonged. 


DOCTORS WILL AVOID DRUGS. 
"The doctor of the future will give 


no medicine, but will instruct his pa- 
tient in the care of the human frame, 
In diet and in the cause and preven- 
tion of diseases. 


"Surgery, diet, antiseptics—these 


three are the vital things of th« 
future in the preservation of the 
health of humanity. 
There were 


never so many able, active minds at 
work on the problems of diseases as 
now, 
and all their discoveries are 


tending to the simple truth—that 
you can't improve on nature. 
"The groat problems of tho yaar 
are the problems of fighting bacteria, | 
of getting eletricity direct, from coal, 
of getting power from the elements 
cheaply und in the many uses of cicc-, 
tricity in manufactures.

THE KING'S MESSAGE. 


In the king's message, which was 


then read by Lord Curzon, his 
majesty said that the prince and 
princess of Wales would shortly visit 
India. 
He regretted his absence 


from the durbar and sent his greet- 
ings to his Indian people. In con- 
clusion, King Edward said: 


'''I, renew tlio assurances of my re- 


gard for the liberties of the Indian 
people; of my respect for their digni- 
ties and rights; of my interest in 
their advancement and of my devo- 
tion to their welfare. Those are the 
supreme aims and objects of my rule, 
which, under the, blessing of Al- 
mighty God, will lead to the increas- 
ing prosperity of my Indian empire 
and to the greater happiness of its 
people." 


As the viceroy finished reading the 


king's words the assembled people 
broke into cheers for the king and 
emperor. The cheering was taken up 
by the multitude outside the amphi- 
theater and was long sustained. 


There then followed the presenta- 


tion of Indian princes to the viceroy 
and the duke of Connaught, and po- 
litical officers paid homage to the 
sovereign. This ended the ceremony 
and the royal cortege then left the 
arena, followed by the delegates from 
foreign 
powers 
and 
the 
Indian 


princes. 


THE DAT "WAS BBi 
The whole ceremony was favored 


with brilliant sunshine. 


Lady Curzon was dressed in pale 


blue chiffon, trimmed with passe- 
menterie. She wore a flower hat. 
Lord Ourzon was in full poHlical uni- 
form, with cocked hat. The duke of 
Connaught had on a field marshal's 
uniform and the duchess of Con- 
naught wore a costume of cream lace 
over white silk, with silver trim- 
mings, and a cream toque. 


When the Curzons reached the dais 


the viceroy and the duke of Con- 
naught saluted each other and Lady 
Curzon coTirtesied to the duchess of 
Conn.iug-ht- 


Lord Curzon spoke for thirty min- 


utes, standing most of the time with 
one foot on a silver footstool. Dur- 
ing the reception of the princes and 
chiefs, Lady Curzon and the duchess 
of Connaught stood behind their h*j^- 
bands, not participating in that pTJrt 
of the ceremony except in the. tiase of 
the begum of Bhopal, a Mohammedan 
princess, who was heavily veiled.
